From it is obtained the so- 
called “turkey red” oil so highly priz­ 
ed for the dyeing of cotton textiles. 
Most flypapers owe theif effectiveness 
largely to the fact that the “tangle­ 
foot” preparation smeared on them 
contains much castor oil.

Since Governor Arthur M. 
Hy«l* 
ha- sign»*«! the 
McKay-Head-Pickett 
Belk«*n “State Aui" Bill for the fos­ 
tering of Gounty Fairs and 
Grain 
Sh«»w* in no-fair counties th«* general 
subject of county fairs in 
Missouri 
will tak«* on new interest. 
Under Missouri House 
Bill 
4X1 
(SenateB ill 354) the State will re­ 
fund to County Fair* JO per cent of 
th«* first thousand dollar* premiums 
or $d0<>.0<). and if the- County Court 
matches the $300.00 then the State 
will pay an additional $100.on or a 
maximum total of $400.00, thu- mak­ 
ing it possible for a County Fair to 
secure State and County aui to 
the 
amount of $700.00 annually. 
Thi* new law pays JO per een* of 
the premiums of Grain Show's, *ha: 
i- the premium* on grains, in ««»unty- 
wide shows he1«] in «ounti*- where 
there is no County F'air. 
Missouri 
has 
had a >tate aid 
to 
county fairs law since 191J, but in the 
year 1F17 this law was f«>und to be 
unconstitutional, and no county 
fair 
has received state aid since the end­ 
ing of 11*16. 
A new bill wa^ enacted 
by the Legislature of I'd 19 to correct 
the constitutional fault, but it wa* 
vetoed by Governor F. D Gardner. 
The 1921 Act is by far the best of 
the three law* that have l»een pas*e«l 
by the General Assembly of .Mis*ouri, 
because (1st) is constitutional because 
the appropriation* are made through 
the State Board or Department 
«>:' 
Agriculture instead of the old plan of 
trying to appropriate direct to the in­ 
corporated fair, (2nd) because it of- 
er* an inducement to Gounty Courts 
to match money with the State gov­ 
ernment. and (3rd) because it pro­ 
vide* State aid for grain premiums 
in counties 
without 
County Fairs. 
The State Agr« iultural Department is 
delegated with large authority in fhe 
administration of this new law.

One of the first projects un­ 
dertaken by this farm bureau at the 
time of it* organization April 1, 191H, 
was a hog cholera survey of 
every 
school district in the county. 
By this 
means it was 
determined that 
the 
farmers of New Madrid County in the 
year immediately preceding had lost 
by cholera 12,440 hogs worth $186,- 
600. 
'1 he survey has been repeated every 
year and now the fourth annual r t - 
port is unnounced by County Agent 
H. C. Hensley, who has been in ac­ 
tive charge of the work throughout 
the three-year 
period. 
The survey 
has been merely a part of an 
a g ­ 
gressive campaign for cholera preven­ 
tion and the progress gained is clear­ 
ly shown in the successive reports. 
Cholera 
losses 
in 
New 
Madrid 
County have decreased as follows: In 
the year ending April 1, 1918 losses 
were sustained by "50 farmers ami 
involved 12,440 hogs worth $186,000. 
The next year’s loss was limited to 
294 farms. 
6,720 
animals and 
a 
money loss of $100,800. 
During the 
thin! year the damage was still fur­ 
ther reduced to 4.000 hogs worth $60,- 
000. 
And in the year ending April 
I, 1921 only 156 herds were nivaded 
by the disease and the loss included 
only 2,188 hogs worth $112.820.

throughout the four-year period have

II. S. TO JOIN ALLIES 
IN BIG CONFERENCES 


Washington. April 
16.— President 
Harding contemplates the early re­ 
sumption <rf American representation 
<*n the reparations commission 
and 
other European 
conferences dealing 
with 
matters 
involving 
American 
rights and interests. 
It is not improbable that the first 
step in this direction will be the ap­ 
pointment of a delegate to the Port- 
Arosa conference to be held by the 
allies on April .'10 to consider the fi­ 
nancial and 
economic 
situation 
in 
Austria. 
This conference was called 
at the instance of the former Amer­ 
ican member of the Austrian section 
of the reparations commission. 
This projected procedure is in con­ 
formity with the peace 
programme 
announced by the president which in­ 
cludes the ratification of the Versail­ 
les treaty “ insofar as it relates 
to 
American interests.' 
The reparations 
and economic sections of the treaty 
are among the parts which the 7>resi- 
dent favors accepting. 
While no steps in the direction of 
effecting such partial ratification 
of 
the treaty are to be taken unless the 
allies concede the validity of Amer­ 
ican contentions in the pending con­ 
troversy over Yap and other mandate 
territories, it is not 
doubted 
that 
Great Britain, France, Italy 
ami J a ­ 
pan will yield to the satisfaction 
of 
the United States on this score and 
thereby pave the way for consider­ 
ation of the question of American ac­ 
ceptance of the treaty with reserve 
tions. 
If the United States ratifies that 
part of the treaty pertaining to repar­ 
ations of the treaty it will become a 
party to the enforcement of that sec­ 
tion and would be expected to inain- 
taint roops on the Rhine during the 
period of years deemed necessary to 
compel compliance with the terms by 
Germany. 
It is understood that former I*re- 
mier Viviani of France, who made his 
farewell call on the president today, 
has been assured of 
American co 
operation along this line provided the 
allied satisfy the United States in the 
matters now at issue. 
On the whole, 
the French statesman has reason to 
feel satisfied with the situation. While 
disappointed that the United States is 
not going to ratify the entire Ver­ 
sailles treaty and enter the league of 
nations, he is gratified that the presi­ 
dent purposes American participation 
in carrying out the reparations pro­ 
visions, which are of paramount ini 
portance to France. 
It is significant that France, eager 
to satisfy the United 
States, has 
taken the lead in the effort to per­ 
suade Great Britain and Japan of the 
justice of American contentions in the 
mandate dispute. 
It is possible that an American, rep­ 
resentative will resume his place in 
the reparations commission, with 
the 
allies concerning 
American partial 
ratification of the 
treaty. 
Commis 
sioner Boyden, who was representing 
the United 
States, 
was withdrawn 
from the commission 
by 
President 
Wilson, because the United States had 
not ratified the trtmty. 
With a nuni 
erous body of assistants he 
went to 
Paris, where he was instructed to re 
main until the 
new 
administration 
should come into office. 
He is still 
there awaiting instructions.

The larger places are overtaxed 
by 
the occupying armies, and it is

most impossible for outsiders to 
get 
first-class 
hotel 
accommodations, 
ologne, Coblenz and Mainz are filled 
o overflowing by British. 
American 
and 
French 
officers. 
respectively 
Most of the hotels are under control 
of the military. «nd cannot he used 
by civilians unless they have authori­ 
zation from commanding officers. 
It is algo difficult for to u r is ts 
to 
travel between the various sections of 
the occupied area. 
Police registra­ 
tion is very strict, and permits must 
obtained to enter and leave vari­ 
ous areas. 
In South Germany conditions 
an* 
more 
inviting 
to 
pleasure-.seekers. 
Dresden ami Munich are not so filled 
with business men, 
and 
the better 
hotel* are usually 
able 
to provide 
tourists with rooms at rates 
much 
less than in Berlin and Hamburg. 
The passport problem is annoying 
even with Germany’s 
own bounda­ 
ries. 
For example, it is necessary for 
tourists going from Berlin to Ba­ 
varia to have the vise of the Bavarian

has been taken by Bavaria to prevent

In the smaller cities

Americans motoring thru 
Germany or traveling on trains are

treated.

So far this year there have been 
few Americans in Germany except­ 
ing business men and 
persons who 
anie to visit relatives. Most of these 
found the passport regulations very 
irksome. 
Tourists arriving at Dutch, 
Belgian, French or English ports suf­ 
fer delays in getting vises for Ger­ 
many, ami travel across the bound­ 
aries into Germany involves an end­ 
less making of declarations. 
It is almost impossible under pres­ 
ent conditions for tourists to travel 
on a fixed schedule in Central Eu­ 
rope, especially if their trip necessi­ 
tates the crossing of boundaries. Pass­ 
port offices are frequently crowded. 
Much time is lost in getting vises and 
trains have 
interminable waits 
at 
customs stations. 
Through trains are now operating

make the rail trip to Poland 
and the 
Baltic states far easier than 
it has 
been since the arniifftlce. Trains will

Berlin 
to Riga, 
Letvia. Barring passport annoyances, 
travel is almost normal between Ber­ 
lin ami Prague and Berlin and Vien­ 
na. 
There are no fast boat trains now 
between Berlin and Hamburg 
and 
Berlin and Bremen, such as operated 
before the war. 
The 
greater 
German 
steamship 
lines co-operating 
with 
American 
lines now operate touring companies 
of their own which are prepared to 
conduct parties throughout Germany 
at a fixed price, including hotel ac­ 
commodations, railway fares, guides 
and carriages. 
The rates are higher 
than before the war. even taking the 
favorable 
American 
exchange into 
consideration. 
Since the armistice there have been 
few’ American tourist parties in Ger­ 
many on regularly 
conducted tours. 
The great tourist agencies have not 
been able to guarantee fixed rates be­ 
cause of the wild fluctuation in 
ex 
change and the general disruption of 
the organizations through which ar­ 
rangements were 
perfected 
in pre­ 
war days. 
An effort is being made by steam ­ 
ship lines, hotel proprietors and rail­ 
way officials to get American tourist 
business back on a fixed basis, but 
the failure of the United States to 
make peace with Germany has been 
a g reat hindrance to such negotia 
tions.
